USTRIA WANTS MONEY. 

The dispatches Tuesday morning inform us 
that the Austrian government is in straits for gold. 
Governments are like people, difficult to satisfy in 
this matter of money. 

The London Economist in a recent issue informs 
us that the banks of Europe just now hold 
$4,400,000,000 in gold. This is more by $80,000,000 
than these banks held a year ago and almost 
$400,000,000 more than two years ago. 

France, Russia and Austria hold more of this 
gold than any other countries in Europe. France 
holds $703,791,180, Austria $278,837,640, and 
Russia the enormous sum of: $573,431,400. 
Strange to say, Italy comes fourth in the list, 
with $217,337,320. It is explained that the Ital- 
ian holdings of metallic currency include a 
considerable but varying proportion. of _ silver. 
Great Britain has in her stock of gold only $157,- 
236,818. The three leading countries as given above 
have about two-thirds of all the gold of Europe. 

The richest of them is poor as compared wi'1 
the United States. Our treasury holds $1,648,714,- 
181. There is in cireulation $598,773,175, and the 
gold coin in the 7000 national banks of the United 
States amounts to $147,832.09. The national 
banks of the United States hold close to as much

APITAL FOR MANILA. 
The new Governor-General, who has just been 
sent down from Washington to Manila to admin- 
ister the affairs of the great and interesting archi- 
pelago, very clearly sees one thing immediately 
on his arrival.

the native races than we shall ever be, and further- 
more, they were better adapted to tropical condi- 
tions than our people are. 


There is one class of American citizens who 


might possibly make a good deal out of the Philip- 
pine Islands. Certain parts of the South are con- 
gested with people of African race. There is an 
apparent ineradicable hostility between the black 
race and the white race in some of these Southern 
States. The people of African descent there are 
becoming educated rapidly. Thousands of them 
are learning to “paddle their own canoe” with con- 
siierable success. .We throw out this suggestion 
in a tentative kind of way. Is there not an op- 
portunity for intelligent, thrifty American citi- 
zens of African descent to make homes for them- 
selves in the Philippine Islands, develop the 
natural wealth and become millionaires on their 
own account? 


THEM OR MEND THEM.” 
The House of Lords in England has 


thrown down the gauntlet to the House of Com- 


mons and that body has quickly taken up the 
challenge.

The Lords are certainly braving fate in sedeabs 


ing the tax bill sent up by the House of Commons. 
It seems as if John Morley’s programme is again 
to be the order of the day and as if this time it 
would be more than a threat. Morley said the 
House of Lords aust be either ended or mended. 


It will probably not be ended now, any more 
than it was twenty years ago. It was not even 
mended then. 


When this conflict first appeared in plain view

sentiment in England as to this matter. The pres- 
ent. Radical majority in the House of Commons 
is very. large and the best hope of the party at the 
present time is to be continued in power with a 
lessened majority. 

On the working majority the government: may 


have after the elections will depend how much 


mending will be done to the House of Lords. If 
the majoritv is considerably cut down, certainly 
there will be no attempt made to end the upper 
house, and if the majority is narrow there may 
not be much patchwork done upon the Lords. 

It is very hard to end any old custom in Eng- 
land, andthe people of that kingdom are exceed- 
ingly loath even to mend traditional] institutions, King 
Edward is a person of great potentiality. By ac- 
tual law he has nearly all the power possessed by 
Henry VIII or Queen Elizabeth, whose reign was 
despotic, but the traditional course of the English 
monarchs since the time of Charles I has been 
one of masterly inactivity. The present King 
sways by his personality. That he will exercise 
every influence he has to protect the House of 
Lords in its privileges and prerogatives there can 
be little doubt. That he will in the main succeed 
seems to be pretty well assured. 


XTENT OF THE ROBBERY. 
William_Loeb, Jr., collector of the port of New 
York, is doing excellent service in the reformation

Refining Company paid about $300,000,000. — 

If we compare the stealing of the sugar trust not 

with the value of the imports of sugar, but with the 
value of ali imports and the duties paid on them, 
These duties paid 
en imports into the country for the ten years were, 
in 1899, $206,128,471, and ran to $332,233,362 in 
1907. 
. It seems, then, that the money recovered from 
the American Sugar Refining Company is con- 
siderably less than 1 per cent. of all the duties 
paid by that one company into the treasury. It 
is said that between 1894 and 1901 there are still 
claims pending by the government which . would 
make the total amount due from the Sugar Com- 
pany climb up to $3,000,000. If this be so, for a 
period of fifteen years the fraud amounted to 
about $200,000 a year. This would be two-thirds 
of 1 per cent. of the duties paid year by year by 
the company guilty of these frauds, and would be 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent. on the average 
duties collected on all imports year by year. 

Of course the small amount of the money re- 
covered as compared with the duties paid by the 
American Sugar Refining Company, the still 
smaller amount as compared with all duties on 
sugar and the almost infinitesimal amount as 
compared with all the duties paid, offer no excuse 
for the frauds committed against the government. 
But it is well for us to have these comparative fig- 
ures placed before our minds in order to guard us 
from the conclusion that the country is rapidly on 
the way to the “deminition bow-wows.” ;

DETA!LS 
OF A BURGLARY. 


MAN NOW IN JAIL INSISTS OR 2&- 
LICVING MIND. 


Narrates How Man Called “Slim” - 
Persuaded Him to Enter Scheme 
te Make Some Money Without 
Work—How He Came into Posses- 
sion of the Coulter Jewelry. 


To relieve his conscience which waa 
pricked with .%« knowledge that he 
was a burglr--, E. J. Hart made a full 
confession to Justice Williams at his 
preliminary examination Wednesday. 


E. J. Hart, 
the burglar who made a confession to 
relieve 


his mind. 


His recital of his misdoings was so 
frank and came so straight from a 
heart which was fully repentant, that 
it was really pathetic. When he had 


finished, every face in the courtroom 
was drawn with sympathy. 

The story was far from the ordinary 
tale which ie daily told by offenders, 
who seck to obtain leniency by their 
frankness, either assumed or real. 

Hart was accused of having com- 
mitted a »b at the home of 
Frank M. Coulter, of the Coulter Dry 
Goods Company. He was arrested 
while attempting to dispose of some 
ef the loot. 

When the witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion had finished giving evidence, 
which strongly tmplicated the accused 
man, Hart was informed that he might 
make a statefment, but that it would 
be used against zim, if hé were held 
for trial. 

“T want to tell you al) ~bout it, any- 
way,” he replied, when we learned 
his right to be silent. 

“About a month ago I met a fellow 
who told me to call him Slim. I went 
to San Luis Obispo ahd got a job as a 
cook. He and another fellow came in 
to see me about ten days later. I drew 
a dollar and gave it to them. 

“We came down to Santa Barbara, 
and then here on the brake beams. We 
got off at the pigeon farm and took 
a street car downtown. We had sev- 
eral drinks at the Germania, and at 
the Original Mug saloon. 

“I know this town pretty well,’ Slim 
told me. ‘I was here last winter, and 
I didn’t work, either. I'll show you 
how to make ener. without workin’ 
for it.” 

“I tolé him I didn’t t want to do noth- 
in’ wrong He-said I wouldn't have to 
do nothin®. We got on a Pico-street 
car and went out near the Military 
Schcol. Slit said he wanted to spot a 
house. We walked around a while 

and: then twok a Washington-street 
car back. . 

“We stayed one night at the Volun- 
teers of Amurica home. went to 
lookin’ around for a job as a cook. 
On the night of the 28th, Slim salé he 
had somethin’ easy. I told him I didn't 


me again I wouldn't have to do nothin’. 

“We got on a Pico-street car and got 
off near a nursery and went back to 
this house. It was the Coulter house, 
I presume. There was a high board 
fence beside it. He gave me a rock 
and told me to beat on the fence as a 
signal, if the police came. 

“He broke into a kitchen window. In 
about half an hour he carne out with a 
dress suit caste. It seemed to me to be 
four hours. Over in a vacant lot he 
threw away the ice pick he had broke 
in with. 

“He wouldn't take a car downtown. 
We come down and went In a restau- 
rant and got our supper. Then. we 
went to the Sliver Star roomin'’-house 
and Slim paid for the room. 

“The next mornin’ he give me this 
here brooch and locket to sell. I told 
him I didn’t want to do nothin’ out of 
the wey, but he said it was all right. 
I tried to sell it, and this officer ar- 
rested me while I was doing it. 

Thag’s ali I got to say. It's a 
straight story. I told the officers 
everything siraight and give them a 
Geectiption of Sim. He is six feet 
tall, and is jame in the left leg. They 
found out from the reomin’-house man 
that I tald the truth about his de- 
scription.”

THANKSGIVING IS CELEBRATED 
AT LONG BEACH. 


Fifteen Hundred People Subscribe 
Sixty-seven Dollars at Union Serv- 
ive—Man Who Fired Four Times at 
Policeman With Latter’s Own 
Weapon Is Heid to Answer. x 


LONG BEACH, Novy. 25.—Thanksgiv- 
ing Day was cheerless with rain, but 
this made no difference to people in- 
tent on Thanksgiving reunions. . The 
Hotel Virginia dined several hundred 
people. 

At the First Methodist Church this 
morning, 1500 people attended union 
services, Rev. Will A. Betts delivering 
the sermon. His theme was, “Be 
Thankful Unto Him.”

There was one piercing shriek and a 
srinding, 
wreck of the automobile was pushed, 
a mass of crushed wood and twisted 
iron, for 150 feet along the rails before 
the car could be stopped.

W. H. Tirwiliger, put on the brakes 
and set the reverse when he saw that 
a collision was unavoidable, but #0 
swiftly was the heavy car going that 
it pounded along for a considerable 
distance on the wet rails.

HARD TO GET JURY. 


Most of Talesmen in Murder Case Are 
Relatives of Either Defendant or 
Dead Man. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

ROCKVILLE (Me.) Nov. 25.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The trial of Oliver 
H. Harris, charged with murdering 
John H. Poole, was begun this morn- 
ing and ended abruptly to give the 
Sheriff another chance to secure qual- 
ified talesmen. After a jury had been 
chosen today, all But two were dis- 
qualified, several for having talked too 
much, but most of them because they 
were in some way rejated either to 
the defendant or to his victim. 

Juror Hickman was the first to be 
excused, after he had admitted that 
he was a distant relative of Poole. 
Then Juror Amiss was found to be dis- 
qhalified. The real sensation, which 
caused an abrupt adjournment of the 
court, came after Charles O. Bean had 
been accepted as a juror, and had 
taken his place in the box. 

Just after Bean had been directed to 
a seat In tie jury box, one of those 
interested in the case advanced to the 
bench and held a few seconds’ whis- 
pered conversation with Judge Metter. 
The judge then sent for Juror. Bean 
and told him that the court had been 
informed that his (Bean's) wife is a 
second cousin of Harris. Bean ad- 
mitted that the report was true. Judge 
Metter severely rebuked Bean for qual- 
ifying as a juror in the case, when he. 
was aware of the relationship of his 
wife to the accused. 

The court was then adjourned, and 
the judge ordered the Sheriff to make 
a diligent search and ascertain if 
there can be enough men found to 
make twelve acceptable jurymen. The 
belief here is that this is likely to prove 
an impossible task.
